Blind Planned 


AUSTIN. Tex (UPI) - How 
would you show the beauty of a 
sunset or the m ajesty of a 
mountain range to the blind? 
George A. Covington, himself 
legally sightless, is trying to do 
just that. 
Covington hopes to experi­ 
ment 
soon 
with 
a 
carbon 
printing 
process 
that 
will 
produce pictures in relief, a 
process in which surfaces on 
the print would be raised so the 
blind could feel shapes 


By this method, totally blind 
persons m ay “see" by touching 
raised photos of sunsets or 
mountain horizons. 
“ It could be like a Braille 
picture,” he said. “ I’m deter­ 
mined that I will have the first 
photographic 
show 
for 
the 
blind." 


The 
33-year-old 
tea ch e r, 
lawyer 
and 
public 
relations 
consultant already has deve­ 
loped a process that enables 
persons 
with 
severe 
visual 
im pairm ent — like himself — 
to see them selves, their friends 
and their environm ent. 


Covington was born legally 
blind with vision correctable to 
20-400 in both eyes. In the past 
six years he has lost most of 
that because of retina prob­ 
lems, and now has only one- 
tenth peripheral vision in one 
eye and poor light perception in 
the other. 
He tak e s black and w hite 
pictures with a cam era that 
relies on a distance scale for 
focusing. 
Such 
pictures 
freeze 
the 
scenes Covington wishes to see 
and allows him to observe them 
at close range and in lighting 
conditions best suited to his 
limited vision

strained relations between two 
of the nation’s most respected 
religious groups, goes back to 
1970, when the AFSC published 
a book urging a settlem ent of 
the crisis on the basis of a two- 
state proposal — an independ­ 
ent Israel and an independent 
Palestine. 
More 
recently, 
the 
issue 
surfaced again around a four- 
day national conference called 
by the Q uaker organization to 
coincide with the Carter a d ­ 
m inistration’s re-evaluation of 
U.S. policy in the troubled area. 
The Quaker conference urged 
the U.S. governm ent to support 
negotiations involving all p a r­ 
ties to the dispute — including 
the controversial Palestine Lib­ 
eration Organization. 
It was the inclusion of the 
PLO in the conference, and in 
the Q uaker’s peace plan, that 
angered the Jewish organiza­ 
tions. 
“The Q uakers would never 
have asked 
the 
NAACP 
to 
bargain 
with 
the 
Ku 
Klux 
E lan,” Theodore Bikel, ch air­ 
man of the American Jew ish 


Congress’ 
national governing 
board, told a news conference- 
denouncing the Friends’ con 
feren ce. ‘‘Y et they have no 
hesitancy in dem anding that 
Israel sit down with a gang ol 
m urders whose policy is to 
reject Israel’s right to exist and 
whose practice is to slaughter 
Israeli citizens.” 
‘‘Just as the Ku Klux Elan 
denied 
blacks 
the 
right 
to 
equality and used lynch mobs 
to terrorize blacks who insisted 
on living in freedom ,” Bickel 
said, “ so does the PLO deny 
Israel’s right to statehood and 
hires 
terrorists 
to 
murder 
Israeli children.” 
Noting that the AFSC was 
“ founded on the principle ol 
pacifism and nonviolence,” the 
AJC 
said 
it 
w as 
“dishear 
tening” 
that 
the 
Quakers 
“ should 
em brace 
the 
most 
bellicose and savage elem ent in 
the Middle E a st.” 
Nor was the AJC alone in its 
denunciation of the Quakers. 
Hadassah, the wom en’s Zion 
ist organization and one of the 
largest wom en’s organizations 
in the country, also denounced 
the Quaker conference as did 
the Anti-Defamation League ol 
B ’nai B’rith. 
“Why have the Friends, who 
consistently espouse their con 
cern for hum anitarian needs, 
limited their focus to the needs

And the AOL suggested theT

The Quakers deny the Jewish 
charges. 
“ We unequivocally 
support 
steps to insure a free, sovereign 
and secure state of Israel at 
peace with her neighbors,” the 
Q uaker organization said. “ We 
do not speak for or on behalf ot 
the Palestine Liberation Organ 
ization.” 
The Quakers also said their 
official position included a call 
an the PLO to remove from the 
Palestine National Covenant — 
the constitution of the organiza 


lion — “any com m itm ent to the 
dism em berm ent of Israel” and 
that they have urged the PLO 
to “renounce terrorism ....” 
The Quakers said the basis of
